ast year was collected. 
The total 
Jelinquent taxes for last and pre- 
eding years exceed $18,000 
In the school year 1937-1938. the 
xrnrd of directors levied a 16-mill 
rax on real estate assessed at $2,769,- 
190 and laid a $3 per capita tax on 
3,774 taxable residents of Gettys­ 
burg. 
Under those levies the tax 
duplicate amounted to $56,448.37, of 
which only $44,089.90 was collected. 
A total of $6,170 of the per capita 
tax—more than half of it—remains 
unpaid, while $6,141 is yet due on 
real estate levies. Liens against the 
real estate are soon to be filed to 
cover the collection of the overdue 
real estate taxes. 
1107,538 Spent in Gettysburg 
Receipts for the year amounted 
to a total of $112,411 and included 
current tax collections, a state ap­ 
propriation of $26,736, tuition from 
other districts of $17,965 and delin­ 
quent taxes of $12,110 among the 
principal items.
